The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests an illumination apparatus 
comprising all of the elements of claim 1 in combination including a light control member 
configured as in claim 1 , a movement unit configured as in claim 1 , a light selector 
control unit configured as in claim 1 and particularly: 
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"wherein the light selector control unit controls the lighting unit to cause an 
emitter to emit light when it is positioned in the vicinity of the light concentration area by 
the operation of the light control member." 

Claims 10, 24 and 25 are allowed for the same reasons.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Imade et al. U.S. Patent Application Publication US 2005/0062937 A1 teaches an 
illumination apparatus, and image capturing apparatus and projector apparatus using 
this illumination apparatus. 

Omoda et al. U.S. Patent Application Publication US 2004/0207816 A1 teaches a 
light source device and projection type display unit to which the device is applied. 

Childers et al. U.S. Patent 6,860,606 B2 teaches a projector having a 
concentrated beam. 

Parker et al. U.S. Patent 6,224,216 B1 teaches a system and method employing 
LED light sources for a projection display.
